Brewers'  Exhibition 

The  fifty-fourth  annual  Brewers'  Exhibition  opened  at 
the  Royal  Agricultural  Hall,  London,  M.i,  on 
October  26.  The  display  of  machinery,  alwaj^s  an 
important  feature  of  this  exhibition,  revealed  how  com- 
pletely meclianised  many  sections  of  the  brewing  ard 
mineral- water  trades  have  become.  Much  of  the  plant 
exhibited  is  used  for  fillhig,  labelling  and  cleansing 
bottles,  and  is  therefore  of  some  interest  to  the 
chemist.  Tlie  competitions  appeared  to  be  well  sup- 
ported. Hop  entries  numbered  203;  beer,  666;  Empire 
wine,  113  (1931,  85);  cider,  perry,  etc.,  247. 
The  following  stands  were  amongst  those  of  interest 
to  the  drug  trade :  — The  Monsanto  Chemical  Works, 
Ltd.,  showed  Monsanto  saccharin  together  with  the 
method  of  packing.

'  A  report  of  the  Fifth  Committee  of  the  League  ol 
Nations  (A.6.:r-  I932.  XI),  dated  October  11,  has  been 
circulated.

can  come  into  force.  A  Spanish  decree  of  August  3, 
1932,  pr/ohibiting  the  importation  and  manufacture  of 
heroin  and  heroin  hydrochloride  in  Spain  and  its 
colonies,  is  noted. 

A  report  of  the  Permanent  Central  Opium  Board 
(A  35,  1932,  XI),  dated  September  5,  has  also  been 
issued  (Allen  &  Unwin,  London,  W.C.i,  9d.).  This 
report  covers  the  work  of  three  sessions  of  the  Board, 
and  gives  statistics  of  production,  manufacture  and 
consumption  of  "  dangerous  "  drugs  for  the  year  193 1. 
In  addition,  it  summarises  the  respective  totals  for 
1929  and  1930.  The  penultimate  section  of  the  report 
deals  with  "  Seizures  and  IlHcit  Traf&c."  A  lack  of 
clearness  is  observable  in  the  arrangement  of  the  sub- 
ject-m-Etter  headed  "  II,  Cocaine  "  (pp.  10-13)..

classes  in  place  of  the  present  evening  classes  for  Part  I 
students. 

Miscellaneous 

Poison-licence  application.  —  W.  H.  Yeatman  & 
Sons,  Ltd.,  Poole,  have  applied  to  the  Dorset  County 
Council  for  a  licence  to  sell  agricultural  and  horticultural 
poisons. 

In  the  courts. — At  Clerkenwell  Police  Court,  London, 
on  November  i,  Henry  Lewis  (67),  Granville  Square, 
W.C.I,  described  as  an  American  citizen,  was  sentenced 
to  four  months'  imprisonment,  and  recommended  for 
deportation,  for  being  in  unlawful  possession  of  i  lb.  of 
raw  opium. 

Inquest. — At  Hammersmith,  W.,  recently,  an  inquest 
was  held  on  the  body  of  Francis  E.  Bowditch,  Dane- 
hurst  Street,  Fulham,  who,  the  evidence  showed,  took 
two  tablets  of  mercuric  chloride  in  mistake  for  laxa- 
tive tablets.  The  widower  stated  that  the  poisonous 
tablets  were  in  the  house  for  antiseptic  purposes,  and 
were  in  a  medicine  chest  he  brought  home  from  Persia. 
The  Coroner :  You  see  how  unfortunate  it  is  that  these 
tablets  were  not  properly  labelled  "Poison"? — I  do. 
A  medical  witness  explained  that  the  deceased  was 
admitted  to  hospital  too  late  for  antidotes  to  take 
effect.    A  verdict  of  "  Accidental  death  "  was  recorded. 

Irish  Motes 

Proceedings  in  the  Dail 

Financial  resolutions  recently  passed  in  the  Dail  im- 
pose customs  duties  on  the  following  classes  of  goods, 
among  others: — Date  stamps  and  marking  stamps,  made 
wholly  or  partly  of  rubber,  and  component  parts  of  such 
stamps  made  wholly  or  partly  of  rubber,  15  per  cent, 
(preferential  duty,  10  per  cent.).  Spectacles,  monocles 
and  other  eyeglasses,  of  which  the  lenses  are  under  43 
millimetres  in  diameter  or  in  the  greater  diameter,  and 
lenses  for  above  which  are  under  43  millimetres  in 
diameter  or  in  the  greater  diameter,  50  per  cent,  (prefer- 
ential duty,  33 J  per  cent.).  Brass  weights,  50  per  cent, 
(preferential  duty,  33^  per  cent.).  Vinegar,  2s.  per  gall, 
(preferential  duty,  is.  6d.  per  gall.). 

The  Therapeutic  Substances  Bill,  the  principal  pro- 
visions of  which    were   published    in   the   C.  D., 


October  29,  p.  519,  passed  its  second  reading  on 
October  26.  The  statement  of  the  Parliamentary  Secre- 
tary to  the  Minister  for  Local  Government,  in  moving 
that  the  Bill  be  read  a  second  time,  embodied  the 
main  points  in  the  exclusive  summary  given  to  our 
Dublin  representative.  Sir  James  Craig,  in  supporting 
the  second  reading,  inquired  as  to  the  method  by  which 
the  Act  would  be  administered.  Dr.  Hennessy  voiced 
the  general  approval  of  the  medical  profession,  but  fore- 
saw danger  to  patients  if  the  importation  of  therapeutic 
substances  was  held  up  by  rigid  regulations.  He  was 
glad  to  see  restrictions  in  connection  with  proprietary 
medicines.  After  a  question  from  General  Mulcahy  on 
the  State  Pathological  Laboratory  proposed  to  be  set  up 
by  the  late  Ministry,  the  Parliamentary  Secretary  replied 
to  the  speakers,  and  the  second  reading  was  agreed  to.

Photographic  Dealers'  Association 

A  special  general  meeting  of  the  Dublin  Branch  of 
the  Photographic  Dealers'  Association  was  held  at 
Jury's  Hotel  on  October  27.  Mr.  John  Smith,  M.P.S.I., 
the  representative  for  Ireland  on  the  National  Council, 
was  in  the  chair,  and  there  was  a  good  attendance  of 
members.  The  chairman  gave  a  resume  of  the  reasons 
which  precipitated  the  resignation  of  the  former  Com- 
mittee (C  S'  D.,  October  i,  p.  411).  Some  of  those 
who  resigned  from  the  Committee  were  present  at  the 
meeting  and  expressed  themselves  as  supporters  of  the 
P.D.A.,  but  stated  that  they  could  not  get  over  the 
fact  that  in  one  glaring  instance  the  opinion  of  the 
local  Committee  had  been  ignored  by  the  Joint  Council. 
The  chairman,  in  reply  to  the  criticism  of  these  mem- 
bers, pointed  out  that  the  P.D.A.  members  of  the 
Dealers'  Lists  Committee  were  not  to  blame  for  adverse 
decisions,  as  the  question  of  passing  a  name  for  the 
Dealers'  List  was  often  a  matter  of  compromise  between 
the  manufacturers  and  the  dealers.  The  following  were 
elected  as  a  Committee  for  the  Dublin  Branch :  — Messrs. 
P.  A.  Brady.  F.  X.  Meagher,  G.  McLean  Lee,  R.  E. 
Campbell,  R.  M.  Thorn,  John  Smith  and  Dr;  J.  A. 
Mitchell.  The  question  of  the  election  of  a  chairman 
and  secretary  was  left  over  to  the  next  meeting  of 
the  newly  appointed  Committee.

Topical  Reflections 

By  Xrayser 


Officinal  Pharmacy 

is  doubtless  capable  of  development,  and 
I  am  one  of  those  who  think  such  development  is  essen- 
tial if  the  business  of  a  chemist  and  druggist  is  to  persist 
as  a  separate  occupation.  I  was  at  pains  to  stress  this 
point  when  commenting  on  Mr.  Skinner's  address  as 
chairman  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  and 
it  is  interesting  to  find  that  the  delivery  of  that  address 
was  closely  followed  by  the  presentation  of  some  practical 
views  on  the  subject  at  the  Aberdeen  meeting  of  phar- 
maceutical delegates  (C.  &  D.,  October  29,  p.  531).  It 
may  be  urged  that  there  is  nothing  particularly  new  in 
the  subject-matter  of  those  papers;  but  the  various 
points  are  skilfully  assembled,  and  presented  for  con- 
sideration at  a  time  when  many  pharmacists  are  really 
anxious  to  develop  their  business  on  professional  lines. 
They  are  no  more  content  than  is  Mr.  Skinner  that  they 
should  continue  to  function  as  mere  dispensers  of  medi- 
cines and  distributors  of  other  people's  packed  goods; 
but  the  way  of  escape  from  that  position  is  much  less 
easy  than  realisation  of  its  existence  and  denunciation  of 
it  as  soul-destroying  so  far  as  the  practice  of  true  phar- 
macy is  concerned.  At  the  very  least,  the  Aberdeen 
papers  may  encourage  some  in  the  hope  of  finding  a 
way  of  escape  and  stimulate  their  inventive  faculties. 

Encroachments 

upon  our  general  business  are  ably  summarised 
by  Mr.  Wilson,  who  approaches  the  subject  of  possible 
development  in  the  spirit  of  an  optimist.  Fully  con- 
scious of  the  evil  effects  of  mass  production  and  mechani- 
sation, multiple-shop  and  store  competition,  v.'holesale 
house  enterprise,  decadence  of  prescribing,  and  other 
encroachments,  he  yet  has  confidence  in  the  prospects  of 
officinal  pharmacy,  and  indicates  in  general  terms  how 
the  pharmaceutical  side  of  a  chemist's  business  may  be 


developed  provided  the  individual  most  directly  con- 
cerned is  prepared  to  put  his  shoulder  to  tlie  wheel  and 
not  rely  upon  others  to  do  the  work  he  ought  to  do 
himself.  What  is  lacking  from  Mr.  Wilson's  paper  is 
any  suggestion  of  additional  pharmaceutical  occupation 
for  those  of  us  who  keep  open  shop.  He  is  emphatic  in 
requiring  that  we  should  refrain  from  delegating  to 
wholesale  houses  any  dispensing  that  comes  our  way, 
and  he  is  keen  in  his  insistence  upon  the  advantage  to 
be  derived  from  making  all  we  can  in  the  pharmacy. 

More  Suggestive 

in  this  direction  is  the  paper  of  Mr.  Williams, 
who  sees  great  possibilities  in  fostering  the  professional 
side  of  our  calling  and  emphasises  the  effect  of  concen- 
tration on  that  side  in  providing  the  added  status  whicli 
makes  a  pharmacy  distinctive.  He  sums  up  admirably 
what,  in  the  view  of  medical  men  and  the  public,  consti- 
tutes the  pharmaceutical  business  of  a  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, and  I  trust  his  classification  of  our  professional 
duties  will  not  be  lost  sight  of  when  definition  of  our 
business  is  required.  For  the  rest,  he  takes  a  broad 
view  of  the  extent  of  the  pharmacist's  province  and 
makes  one  desirous  of  acquaintance  with  his  proposals 
in  fuller  detail.  As  a  guide  to  the  development  of  the 
pharmaceutical  side  of  the  chemist's  business,  Mr. 
Williams  easily  takes  place  in  the  front  rank,  and  I  shall 
hope  to  hear  more  from  him  on  the  subject.  It  now 
only  remains  to  refer  briefly  to  the  very  practical  paper 
of  Mr.  Bentley,  who  indicates  what  equipment  is  re- 
quired to  enable  us  to  manufacture  our  own  galenicals 
to  an  extent  that  may  be  regarded  as  reasonable 
nowadays.  Fortunate  the  apprentice  who  has  occasion 
to  spend  his  term  of  pupilage  in  a  pliarmacy  so  equipped, 
and  sensible  the  pharmacist  who  there  carries  on  business 
as  a  chemist  and  druggist,  in  a  manner  that  justifies  his 
claim  to  practise  pharmacy  and  to  be  protected  against 
unfair  unqualified  competition  in  so  doing. 
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Legal  Reports 

Pharmacy  Acts  (Ireland). — At  Castleblayney  District 
Court,  on  October  25,  Mr.  R.  Spence,  R.D.,  Main  Street, 
was  prosecuted  at  the  instance  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland,  for  having  his  premises  open  for 
the  compounding  of  prescriptions,  for  having  sold 
poisons  to  unknown  persons,  for  failing  to  register  sales, 
and  for  permitting  the  sale  of  poisons  without  having  a 
qualified  chemist  in  his  employment.  Mr.  W.  G. 
Fleming,  R.D.,  his  manager,  was  summoned  on  similar 
grounds.  Dr.  V.  Kierans  appeared  for  the  Society,  and 
the  defendants  were  represented  by  Captain  J.  Gillespie. 
Both  defendants  pleaded  "  Guilty."  Albert  Preston 
and  Leslie  Keegan,  assistants,  were  summoned  for  com- 
pounding medical  prescriptions.  Dr.  Kierans  enumerated 
the  offences.  Mr.  Spence,  he  said,  had  been  prosecuted 
in  1927.  In  regard  to  Mr.  Fleming,  he  had  already  re- 
ceived a  warning  from  an  inspector  of  the  Society.  He 
was  agreeable  to  having  the  case  against  the  assiistants 
marked  "  Proved  "  and  dismissed.  "  In  all  prosecu- 
tions brought  by  the  Society,"  Dr.  Kierans  pointed  out, 
"  there  is  no  attempt  on  their  part  to  make  a  profit. 
All  they  ask  is  to  be  indemnified  for  the  costs  of  the 
proceedings."  Captain  Gillespie  said  that  both  the 
defendants  had  excellent  business  characters,  and  Mr. 
Spence  had  given  an  undertaking  to  employ  a  qualified 
man  in  future.  Justice  MacEachach  said  in  Mr.  Spence's 
case  he  would  fine  him  £5  under  Section  30  of  the  Act  of 
1875.  The  count  of  not  having  a  qualified  man  he 
dismissed  under  the  Probation  of  Offenders'  Act.  In 
regard  to  the  sale  of  the  horse-powder  he  fined  him  los., 
and  for  the  sale  of  emetic  tartar  he  applied  the  Pro- 
bation of  Offenders'  Act.  The  total  fines  imposed  on 
Mr.  Spence  were  £6  los.,  with  £5  15s.  6d.  costs.  Mr. 
Fleming  was  fined  £4  los.,  with  ^^5  15s.  6d.  costs. 

Injunction  by  Consent. — In  the  Chancerj^  Division  of 
the  High  Court,  London,  on  October  28,  a  motion  by 
Edwards  Harlene,  Ltd.,  London,  W.C.i,  against  John 
Thompson  (Wholesale  Druggists,  1921),  Ltd.,  Liverpool, 
was  mentioned  to  Mr.  Justice  Farwell.  Mr.  Trevor 
Watson.  K.C.,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  they  were  the 
manufacturers  of  Harlene.  A  short  time  ago  there 
appeared  on  the  market  a  preparation  marketed  by  a 
lady  named  Hedge,  who  apparently  had  the  word  Arline 
as  one  of  her  Christian  names,  and  the  preparation  was 
called  Arline  Camomile  Golden  Wash,  or  something  of 
that  kind.  The  plaintiffs  had  started  an  action  against 
her.  In  the  meantime  the  present  defendants,  a  repu- 
table Liverpool  firm,  had  got  hold  of  some  of  this  pre- 
paration and  proceeded  to  include  it  in  their  catalogue; 
by  an  unfortunate  mistake,  instead  of  including  it  under 
its  full  name  they  called  it  "  Arlene."  The  plaintiffs 
took  action  against  the  defendants,  and  claimed  an  in- 
junction to  restrain  them  from  infringing  their  trade 
mark,  and  also  from  manufacturing  or  merchandising 
any  hair  wash  as  Arlene  or  Arline,  after  which  the 
motion  was  launched.  The  parties  were  dealing  with  the 
matter  perfectly  amicably,  and  there  was  no  imputation 
upon  the  good  faith  of  ihe  defendants.  It  was  desired 
to  end  the  whole  action,  and  the  parties  had  therefore 
agreed  that  there  should  be  a  perpetual  undertaking  by 
the  defendants  not  to  sell,  off^er  for  sale  or  advertise  any 
preparation  for  the  hair  not  of  the  plaintiffs'  manufac- 
ture or  merchandise  as  Arlene  Hair  Wash  or  any  word 
in  connection  with  the  name  Arlene.  In  addition,  there 
was  an  agreement,  which  did  not  come  into  the  present 
matter,  in  connection  with  the  word  Arlhie;  the  defen- 
dants would  not  sell  that  preparation  under  that  name 
until  the  action  against  Mrs.  Hedges  had  been  disposed 
of.  Mr.  Hugh  Gamon  (for  the  defendants) :  I  agree. 
We  are  not  really  interested  in  Arline.  His  lordship  said 
that  by  consent  there  would  be  an  order  in  the  terms 
agreed.  The  motion  would  be  treated  as  the  trial  of  the 
action,  and  all  further  proceedings  against  the  defendants 
would  be  stayed. 

Van  Sales  of  Disinfectants. — At  Clerkenwell  Police 
Court,  London,  on  October  29,  Mr.  Claud  MuUins 
gave  his  decision  in  the  case  in  which  Edward  Mabbutt, 
Camden  Square,  N.W.,  had  been  summoned  by  the 
Finsbury  Borough  Council  for  "  selling  or  exposing  for 


sale  Milton  disinfectant  from  or  upon  a  receptacle 
occupying  a  stationary  position  "  without  a  street 
trading  licence  from  the  Council  (C.  &  D.,  October  29, 
p.  518).  Mr.  MuUins,  in  the  course  of  a  written 
judgment,  said: — 

"  Section  30  of  the  London  County  Council  (General 
Powers)  Act  1927,  is  not  well  drafted,  for  the  word 
'  receptacle  '  in  connection  with  '  barrow,  cart, 
stall,'  seems  misleadng;  and  on  behalf  of  the  defendant 
it  is  argued  that  the  rule  as  to  '  ejusdem  generis  '  pre- 
vents the  inclusion  of  a  large  motor-vehicle,  which  is 
the  vehicle  concerned  in  this  case,  among  '  receptacles.' 
But  as  Parliament  has  accepted  '  cart  '  as  a  receptacle 
I  must  hold  that  a  motor-van  is  one  also.  It  is  next 
argued  by  the  defence  that  the  proviso  of  Section  30 
removes  this  case  from  the  operative  part  of  the  Sec- 
tion. I  confess  I  found  it  difiicult  to  give  any  mean- 
ing to  this  proviso  which  would  not  nullify  the  opera- 
tive part  of  the  Section,  but  I  must  assume  that  Par- 
liament had  no  such  intention  in  passing  the  proviso. 
I  hold  that  the  proviso  excepts  only  those  brief  halts 
which  are  necessary  for  occasional  selling.  I  hold  that 
this  motor-van,  which  is  staffed  by  two  or  more  demon- 
strators and  on  which  microphone  talks  are  given  (and 
these  are  the  admitted  facts  in  the  present  case),  was 
at  the  material  times  '  selling  or  exposing  or  offering 
for  sale.'  I  was  told  by  the  defendant  that  his  per- 
formances sometimes  lasted  half  an  hour  before  selling 
operations  began.  This  fact  fortifies  me  in  my  opinion 
as  stated,  and  if  I  am  right  in  so  holding,  the  fact 
that  this  motor-van  is  moved  from  place  to  place 
becomes  immaterial.  The  next  point  taken  by  the 
defence  is  that  the  defendant  is  a  licensed  hawker  under 
the  Hawkers  Act,  1888,  and  therefore  excluded  from 
the  Act  of  1927  by  Section  40.  The  licence  was  pro- 
duced, and  I  was  informed  that  the  words  '  licensed 
hawker  '  are  painted  on  the  vehicle.  But  when  I 
inspected  the  vehicle  the  defendant  informed  me  that 
these  words  are  on  some  part  of  the  body  not  visible 
unless  one  lies  on  one's  back  in  the  road.  These  words 
are  not  '  visibly  and  legibly  '  written  on  the  motor- 
van,  and  therefore  as  the  defendant  is  a  hawker  he 
appears  to  be  liable  to  a  penalty.  But  apart  from  tliis, 
I  hold  that  the  '  ejusdem  generis  '  rule  has  to  be  applied 
to  Section  2  of  the  Hawkers  Act,  and  that  '  place  ' 
means  not  the  open  street  but  something  analagous  to 
'  other  men's  houses.'  I  hold,  therefore,  that  the 
defendant  is  not  a  hawker.  The  case  of  Openshaw  v. 
Oakley  (1889,  53  J. P.,  p-  40)  seems  relevant  in  this 
connection.  I  accordingly  convict  the  defendant  and 
fine  him  £^  and  -{3  3s.  costs."

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Drug  Trade  Appeal  Fund 

THE  biennial  meeting  of  the  subscribers  to  the 
Drug  Trade  Appeal  Fund  was  held  on 
October  26  in  the  board  room  of  The  British 
Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  Graham  Street,  City  Road,  London, 
N.I.  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill  presided,  and  there  were  also  pre- 
sent Messrs.  J.  P.  Gilmour,  W.  F.  Gulliver,  D.  Lloyd 
Howard,  L.  O.  Johnson,  John  Keall,  A.  R.  Melhuish, 
D.  W.  Millhouse,  Arthur  Mortimer,  E.  T.  Neathercoat, 
and  the  secretary  (Mr.  W.  Johnston).  The  report  and 
accounts  were  unanimously  passed.  Mr.  Gulliver 
(formei  treasurer)  intimated  that  for  reasons  of  health 
and  distance  from  London  he  felt  compelled  to  discon- 
tinue his  trusteeship.  His  resignation ,  was  regretfully 
accepted.  On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Keall,  Mr.  E.  W. 
Gough  {managing  director,  Lewis  &  Burrows,  Ltd., 
London)  was  unanimously  elected  a  trustee  in  place 
of  Mr.  Gulliver.  The  trustees  for  the  ensuing  two  years 
are  Messrs.  E.  W.  Gough,  C.  A.  Hill,  D.  Lloyd  Howard, 
L.  O.  Johnson,  John  Keall,  A.  R.  Melhuish,  and  E.  T. 
Neathercoat. 

The  Secretary  said  he  felt  very  sorry  to  inform  the 
meeting  that  he  had  had,  for  domestic  reasons,  to  leave 
London  and  take  up  his  residence  in  Birkenhead.  In 
consequence,  he  was  handing  in  his  resignation  to  the 
trustees.  He  recalled  that  the  Drug  Trade  Appeal  Fund 
was  established  on  the  initiative  of  Sir  William  Glyn- 
Jones  in  1902.  He  counted  it  an  honour  to  have  been 
the  secretary  of  such  a  useful  Institution  for  twenty- 
seven  years,  and  to  have  been  associated  in  the  work 
with  men  like  Michael  Carteighe,  C.  B.  Allen,  Walter 
Hills,  John  F.  Harrington,  Charles  Umney,  A.  C. 
Wootton,  Peter  MacEwan,  Thomas  Tyrer,  and  also  v/ith 
the  present  trustees.  Among  the  cases  with  v/hich  the 
trustees  had  dealt  were  several  of  great  importance  to 
the  trade.  One  especially,  Farmer  v.  Glyn-Jones,  had 
revolutionised  the  vending  of  known  and  approved  reme- 
dies, and  had  resulted  in  great  benefit  to  both  the 
vendors  and  the  public.  There  was  still  ;^70o  available 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Fund.  The  question  was  asked 
him,  the  day  before,  "Is  it  worth  continuing  tlie 
D.T.A.F.,  seeing  that  every  section  of  the  trade  now 
had  its  own  association  to  look  after  its  needs?  "  His 
reply  was  "  Yes."  These  associations  were  all  sec- 
tional, whereas  the  D.T.A.F.  represented  all  interests 
in  the  trade.  He  thanked  the  trustees  and  all  con- 
nected for  their  confidence  in  him  during  the  time  he 
had  been  secretary.  He  would  like  also  to  thank  the 
trade  Press  for  their  help  and  kindness  from  the  start. 
He  wished  the  fund  and  its  officers  a  continuation  of 
prosperity.  Warm  appreciation  of  Mr.  Johnston's  ser- 
vices was  expressed  by  the  chairman  and  by  Messrs. 
Keall,  Melhuish,  Gilmour,  Howard  and  Johnson. 

The  Chairman  said :  I  am  quite  certain  that  all  the 
subscribers,  trustees  and  others  will  wish  me,  on  their 
behalf,  as  I  also  particularly  wish  on  personal  grounds, 
to  express  my  unqualified  appreciation  of  the  long  and 
most  valuable  services  which  Mr.  Johnston  has  ren- 
dered to  the  Drug  Trade  Appeal  Fund  ever  since  its 
formation,  and  to  offer  unstinted  thanks  for  those  ser- 
vices. During  his  office  of  secretaryship,  I  have  worked 
with  Mr.  Johnston  closely  and  personally  as  chairman 
for  many  years,  and  can  testify  to  the  painstaking 
thoroughness  with  which  he  carried  out  his  duties  as 
secretary.  Further,  I  desire  that  this  expression  of 
appreciation  and  thanks  of  the  subscribers  should  be 
placed  on  record.  Lastly,  I  wish  Mr.  Johnson  every 
possible  happiness  and  long  life  in  his  well-earned 
leisured  retirement. 

The  biennial  report  and  statement  of  accounts 
showed  that  during  the  period.  May  1930-May 
1932  no  case  had  arisen  ui  which  the  services  of 
the  trustees  had  been  required.  The  trustees  instructed 
the  secretary  to  prepare  for  publication  a  resume  ot  the 
history  and  objects  of  the  Fund,  and  to  endeavour  to 
get  it  published  in  the  Trade  Press.  This  was  done, 
and  the  trustees  thanked  the  editors  of  "  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Journal,"  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  "  The 
British  and  Colonial  Pharmacist  "  and  "  Anticutting 
Record  "    for   inserting   the  article.    The   finances  of 


the  Fund  continued  satisfactory,  showing  an  c^;cess  of 
income  over  expenditure  amounting  to  £26  i8c.  The 
market  value  of  the  stock  on  April  30,  1932,  was  £672. 
The  meeting  cordially  thanked  the  trustees  for  their 
work,  and  The  British  Drug  Houses,  Ltd.,  for  their 
courtesy  in  lending  the  room. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting,  the  trustees  re- 
elected Mr.  C.  A.  Hill  chairman,  and  Mr.  L.  O.  Johnson 
treasurer,  for  the  next  two  years.  Mr.  Johnston 
formally  tendered  his  resignation,  which  was  accepted 
with  regret.  Mr.  Arthur  Mortimer,  pharmacist  and 
barrister-at-law,  secretary  of  the  Wholesale  Drug  Trade 
Association,  was  appointed  secretary.  The  address 
of  the  D.T.A.F.  lieadquarters  will  in  future  be  45 
Gordon  Square,  London,  W.C.i.

Hire  of  Oxygen  Fittings 

The  secretary  reported  that  the  Ministry  of  Health 
had  agreed  to  the  suggestion  made  by  the  Executive 
that  the  payment  for  the  hire  of  oxygen  fittings  should 
be  increased  to  is.  6d.  per  week. 

Proprietary'  Medicines  Bill 

The  Executive  considered  and  discussed  in  detail 
the  Canadian  Act  respecting  proprietary  or  patent  medi- 
cines, in  order  to  ascertain  how  far  this  would  meet  tht 
requirements  of  the  chemists  in  this  country,  or,  if  not, 
what  amendments  would  be  necessary.

Armitage  (vice-president  of  the  P.A.T.A.)  and  Mrs. 
Armitage,  Mr.  John  Saville  (president  of  the  York  and 
District  Chemists'  Association),  Mr.  Frank  Swire  (vice- 
chairman  of  the  Society's  Halifax  Branch)  and  Mrs. 
Swire,  Mr.  N.  C.  M.  Frobisher  (head  of  the  Leeds 
Juvenile  Employment  Bureau)  and  Mrs.  Frobisher, 
Mr.  N.  H.  Burns  (vice-chairman  of  the  Leeds 
N.P.U.  Branch)  and  Mrs.  Burns,  Mr.  W.  P. 
Bowman  (Goodall,  Backhouse  &  Co.),  Mr.  Geoffrey 
Hirst,  Mr.  M.  L.  Daniels  (Nottingham),  Mr.  G.  C.  Crum- 
mack  (secretary  of  the  Society's  Leeds  Branch)  and 
Mrs.  Crummack.  Mr.  Crummack,  proposing  a  toast  to 
"  The  Pharmaceutical  Society,"  said  the  progress  of 
pharmacy  organisation  was  due  to  a  perfect  relationship 
and  understanding  between  the  various  organised  sec- 
tions of  the  craft.  Some  critics  thought  the  parent  body 
might  give  ■  lodal  branches  rather  more  responsibility 
in  carrying  out  schemes.  He  had  in  mind  the  Leeds 
apprenticeship  scheme,  -which,  they  were  convinced, 
would  be  of  immeasurable  benefit  ,  if  they  were  given 
full  authority  to  'carry  it  into  effect  in  conjunction 
with  the  local  Education  Authority.  Mr.  Atkinson, 
replying,  said  he  greatly  admired  the  Leeds  scheme, 
and  he  did  not  think  the  Council  was  likely  to  offer 
any  objection  to  its  local  application  or  that  the  Leeds 
chemists  required  any  special  mandate  to  do  so.  Mr. 
Atkinson  made  a  strong  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  Benevo- 
lent Fund.    The  toast  of  "  The  National  Pharmaceuti- 


cal Union  "  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Peters,  who  referred 
to  the  many  difficulties  and  unexpected  problems  which 
nowadays  arose  in  pharmacy.  Mr.  Gilleghan,  respond- 
ing, said  the  N.P.U.  had  recently  revised  its  constitu- 
tion with  a  view  to  effecting  better  organisation  to 
fight  the  battles  of  chemists.  It  was  gratifying  to 
know  that  in  Leeds  they  had  98  per  cent,  of  the  retail 
chemists  of  the  area  in  N.P.U.  membership.  Mr. 
Frobisher,  responding  to  the  toast  of  "  The  Ladies  and 
Visitors,"  proposed  by  the  chairman,  also  referred  to 
the ^Leeds  apprenticeship  scheme. 


A  Century  Ago 

WE  have  been  favoured  by  a  correspondent 
(20/9)  with  the  loan  of  three  bills  sent  by 
Mr.  John  McAdam,  31  Donegall  Street,  Bel- 
fast, to  Dr.  Thomas  Thompson,  R.N.,  of  the  same 
street.  The  first  of  these  ran  from  October  30,  1832, 
to  November  21,  1833;  the  amount,  £js  12s.  6d.,  was, 
after  adjustment  for  "  sundry  errors  "  and  other  deduc- 
tions, paid  on  January  10,  1834.  This  document  is 
written  on  a  sheet  of  paper  folded  so  as  to  make  four 
folios  each  about  16  in.  long  by  5  in.  wide,  and  is 
almost  identical  in  size  with  one  in  our  possession 
written  in  1787-88.  There  are  no  cash  columns,  but 
a  red  ink  line  has  been  drawn  f  in.  from  the  left 
margins  and  f  in.  from  the  right.  We  reproduce  on  a 
slightly  reduced  scale  the  beginning  of  this  document. 


An- 
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The  second  bill  is  written  on  a  sheet  folded  into  four 
pages,  each  measuring  in.  by  'j^  in.  Its  entries 
commenced  on  January  i,  1836,  and  ended  on  Octo- 
ber 22,  1836.  The  total  was  £\%  is.  3id.;  the  amount 
was  paid  in  two  sums,  being  finally  settled  on  July  21, 
1837.  The  third  bill  covered  the  period  January  20- 
May  9,  1837.  It  is  written  on  a  bill-head  with  Mr. 
McAdam's  name  printed  (somewhat  awry)  at  the  top 
and  machine-ruled  date  and  cash  columns  on  three  of 
its  four  pages. 

Dr.  Thomas  Thompson  seems  to  have  been  an  ortho- 
dox prescriber  with  no  marked  tendency  to  adventure. 
The  most  exciting  items  to  be  found  in  these  bills 
are  "  Sulph.  Quinina  "  (one  might  have  expected  to 
find  the  second  word  written  "  Quinia  ")  at  7s.  6d. 
per  oz.,  and  the  "  Oxid.  Bismuth  "  at  is.  per  oz. 
Pulv.  cinchon.  opt.  seems  relatively  cheap  at  3s.  per 
lb.,  as  also  do  three  dozen  gallipots  for  is.  6d.  and 
I  lb.  of  spt.  ammon.  arom.  (with  bottle)  for  2S.  6d. 
On  the  other  hand,  lint  is  priced  at  5s.  per  lb.,  pulv. 
Doveri  at  is.  per  oz.,  and  "  phials  sorts  "  at  2s. 
per  doz.  For  the  rest,  blue  pill  mass,  elixir  of  vitriol, 
"  hydriod.  potas.,"  syrup  of  squill,  castor  oil  and 
many  more  traditional  remedies  occur  frequently  in 
these  interesting  records.  Not  everything  was  passed 
unchallenged  by  the  naval  surgeon.  Thus,  in  the  first 
account  we  find  the  entry  "  i  Marble  Tile  3s."  accom- 
panied by  the  pencilled  note  "  not  marble,"  and  "  2  oz. 
Pulv.  Rhei  opt.  is."  crossed  out  with  the  brief  com- 
ment "  bad."  Eventually  is.  was  deducted  by  Mr. 
McAdam  in  respect  of  the  rhubarb;  but  the  fate  of 
the  tile  is  left  in  the  obscurity  of  the  "  sundry  errors." 
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Glasgow  Discusses  the  Mew  British 

Pharmacopcsia 


A MEETING  of  nearly  400  members  of  the  Glas- 
gow and  South-western  Scottish  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  medical  prac- 
titioners and  friends  was  held  in  the  Ca'doro  Restaurant. 
Glasgow,  on  October  26,  Mr.  W.  J.  Moffat  (chairman) 
presiding.  The  chairman  was  supported  by  Messrs.  W. 
Meldrum  (vice-chairman),  Thomas  Guthrie  (a  member  of 
the  Society's  Council),  J.  Rutherford  Hill  (resident 
secretary  in  Scotland),  and  others.  The  chairman  inti- 
.  mated  that  the  Kinninmont  scholarship  had  been  won 
by  Mr.  Edwin  I.  Greig,  and  the  runner  up  was  Mr. 
James  S.  Chaplin.  Mr.  Greig,  in  addition  to  the  scholar- 
ship, was  presented  with  a  copy  of  the  British  Phar- 
macopoeia by  the  Branch,  while  Mr.  Chaplin  was  made 
the  recipient  of  a  copy  by  the  Kinninmont  trustees.  The 
prizes  were  handed  over  by  Mr.  R.  R.  Bennett,  B.Sc, 
F.I.C.,  Ph.C,  who  delivered 

A  Talk  About  the  B.P.,  1932 

Mr.  Bennett  pointed  out  that  the  policy  of  the  Phar- 
macopoeia Commission  had  been  to  produce  a  book  of 
standards,  and  not  merely  a  formulary  of  drugs  and 
preparations.  Further,  they  had  aimed  at  producing  a 
book  fully  representative  of  modern  therapy,  and  for 
that  reason  a  considerable  number  of  the  articles  and 
preparations  official  in  the  B.P.,  1914,  had  been  deleted, 
and  many  new  preparations  had  been  added.  It  had 
been  thought  that  the  tropical  parts  of  the  Empire  and 
the  Colonies  should  have  their  own  local  supplementary 
formularies,  with  legislative  enactment,  if  necessary, 
to  make  them  official,  and  for  this  reason  many  drugs 
having  mainly  a  local  use  had  been  deleted.  Other  sub- 
stances had  been  deleted  on  the  ground  that  they  were 
the  less  important  members  of  certain  groups  of  drugs 
having  similar  actions  and  uses,  while  many  of  the 
formulas  for  mixtures,  pills,  compound  powders,  and 
other  simple  galenicals  had  'been  omitted  on  the  ground 
that  the  prescribing  of  such  combinations  of  drugs  should 
be  left  to  the  individual  prescriber. 

Throughout  the  revision  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  there 
had  been  free  interchange  of  information  between  the 
Commission  and  those  responsible  for  the  revision  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  and  all  the  drugs 
and  preparations  included  in  the  B.P.,  1914,  but 
omitted  from  the  B.P.,  1932,  would  be  appropriately 
described  in  the  next  issue  of  the  Codex.  It  seemed 
highly  desirable  that  the  two  books  should  not  overlap, 
but  should  become  companion  volumes  which  could  be 
revised  side  by  side,  and  published  at  regular  intervals 
within  a  short  period  of  one  another.  Alterations  had 
been  made  in  the  composition  and  strength  of  about 
fifty  preparations,  but  there  were  no  violent  changes 
in  strength  which  would  be  likely  to  cause  accidental 
overdosing. 

Mr.  Bennett  dealt  in  considerable  detail  with  the  pre- 
parations of  ergot,  and  with  the  standardisation  of  the 
new  liquid  extract  of  ergot  in  terms  of  total  alkaloids, 
calculated  as  ergotoxine.  He  thought  the  attention  of 
prescribers  shoud  be  directed  to  prepared  ergot,  par- 
ticularly as  a  means  of  supplying  the  outlying  parts 
of  the  Empire  with  a  stable  and  active  preparation.  He 
urged  all  the  medical  practitioners  present  to  study  the 
monograph  for  thyfoideum,  and  to  desist  from  the 
practice  of  prescribing  thyroid  in  terms  of  the  fresh 
"  gland.  He  pointed  out  that  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  an 
attempt  had  been  made  to  clarify  the  confusing  position 
which  had  existed  for  so  long.  Thyroxine-sodium  was 
an  interesting  addition  to  the  Pharmacopoeia.  Now 
that  thyroxine  could  be  made  synthetically,  it  could  be 
supplied  at  a  cost  which  compared  favourably,  dose 
foD  dose,  with  the  desiccated  natural  gland. 


Mr.  Bennett  said  that  the  preparations  of  digitalis 
were  worthy  of  special  comment.  The  new  official  stan- 
dardised powdered  digitalis  was  an  especially  important 
addition  to  the  Pharmacopoeia.  It  could  be  adminis- 
tered m  pov/der  form,  but  it  was  also  required  for 
making  the  fresh  infusion  of  digitalis.  If  used  for  the 
preparation  of  tincture  of  digitalis  there  was  no  obliga- 
tion to  standardise  the  resulting  tincture.  It  was  to  be 
noted  that  the  use  of  a  concentrated  infusion  of  digitalis 
was  not  officially  sanctioned.  Mr.  Bennett  concluded  by 
stating  that  work  was  now  proceeding  upon  the  revision 
of  the  nth  edition  of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia, 
which  was  due  to  appear  in  1935.  A  ten  years'  interval 
was  now  regarded  as  convenient  on  both  sides  of  the 
water  between  national  issues  of  the  Pharmacopoeia, 
and  it  was  hoped  that  in  future  the  issue  of  the  British 
and  the  American  publications  would  alternate  every  five 
years.  In  this  event,  the  next  British  Pharmacopoeia 
would  appear  in  1940,  and  henceforward  at  regular  in- 
tervals. It  was  hoped  that  the  production  would  remain 
in  the  hands  of  a  permanent  Commission,  with  a  per- 
manent secretary,  and  full-time  research  assistants. 

Discussion 

A  very  instructive  discussion  took  place,  the  following 
taking  part: — Messrs.  James  Lennox,  D.  G.  Mackenzie, 
M.  Newal,  T.  L.  Sinclair,  Stuart,  Schorn,  W.  J.  Moffat, 
D.  Black,  D.  Gemmell,  Arthur  Duncan,  and  Dr.  J.  P. 
Todd.  Mr.  Bennett  replied  to  all  the  points  raised, 
and  on  the  call  of  Mr.  Meldrum  was  accorded  a  very 
hearty  vote  of  thanks,  while  Mr.  Thomas  Harley  pro- 
posed a  similar  compliment  to  the  chairman.

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The  Sale  of  Medicated  Wines 

In  view  of  the  rejection  of  medicated  wines  by  those 
responsible  for  the  compilation  of  the  new  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  we  have  addressed  an  inquiry  to  the 
Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise  as  to  the 
possibility  of  a  change  in  their  attitude  regarding  the 
sale  of  such  wines.  The  following  reply  (No. 
3 1 1072/ 1932)  has  been  received:  — 

Custom  House,  Lower  Thames  Street, 

London,  E.G. 3. 
November  1,  1932. 
Sir, — With  reference  to  your  letter  of  the 
26th  ultimo,  I  am  directed  by  the  Commissioners 
of  Customs  and  Excise  to  state  that  their  practice 
as  regards  the  sale  of  medicated  wines  and 
sweets  without  Excise  licence  by  chemists  will 
not  be  affected  by  the  non-inclusion  of  wines  in 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1932. 

Sale  of  the  medicated  wines  and  sweets  in- 
cluded in  the  1914  Edition  of  the  British  Phar- 
macopceia  will  continue  to  be  allowed  without 
Excise  licence  provided  that  the  directions  as 
to  dose,  etc.,  on  the  label  clearly  indicate  that 
the  preparation  is  intended  for  use  as  a  medicine, 
and  not  as  a  beverage.

Chemists  in  business  will  be  glad  to  know  that, 
so  far  as  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  is  con- 
cerned, there  is  no  change  in  the  conditions  govern- 
ing the  sale  of  medicated  wines. 

Price  Uniformity  in  Dispensing 

The  question  of  prices  was  again  raised  at  the 
Chemists"  Exhibition  in  Glasgow  by  the  chairman 
of  the  North  British  Executive  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  The  need  for  a  price  scheme  in  dispensing 
prescriptions  is  always  more  urgent  when  a  degree 
of  uncertainty  arises;  such  an  uncertainty  is  bound 
to  occur  over  the  introduction  of  a  new  Pharma- 
coposia.  Judging  from  the  reports,  there  was  a 
desire  for  some  understanding  towards  a  uniform 
system  of  pricing  prescriptions.  This  serves  to 
emphasise  a  subject  we  have  ventured  to  write  about 
on  several  occasions.  Many  letters  have  been 
received  endorsing  the  attitude  we  took  recently, 
and  it  is  encouraging  to  know  that  improvement  in 
pricing  prescriptions  has  been  shown.  However,  a 
prescription  for  pricing  reached  us  the  other  day 
revealing  the  fact  that  one  chemist  had  charged 
2S.  6d.,  the  next  6s.  6d.,  and  the  legitimate  price 
was  7s.  8d. 

Principle  Not  Quantity 

It  is  immaterial  whether  the  business  is  large  or 
small  so  far  as  the  dispensing  of  medicines  is  affected. 


Drugs  and  chemicals  in  average  dispensing  quantities 
cost  practically  the  same  to  the  departmental  store 
as  to  the  suburban  chemist  or  the  chain-store  organisa- 
tion. Anyone  can  test  this  if  he  will  take  the  price 
list  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  price  pre- 
scriptions on  the  basis  there  set  out;  he  will  find  a 
remarkable  uniformity.  It  does  not  affect  the  argu- 
ment that  some  of  the  prices  are  based  on  quantities 
not  usually  bought:  what  is  of  importance  is  that 
in  pricing  prescriptions  quantity  is  of  less  value  than 
in  any  other  part  of  the  chemist's  business.  Uni- 
formity in  pricing  is  easy  if  chemists  will  only  keep 
awake  when  they  are  pricing,  and  so  eliminate  this 
common  guesswork.  What  matters  is  to  come  to 
some  agreement  over  what  is  understood  by  oncost 
or  overhead  charges  and  professional  fees.  This 
point  is  where  systems  drffer.  We  have  published 
our  method,  outlined  on  cost  based  on  impartial 
investigation  by  chartered  accountants.  Its  basis 
largely  governs  the  contract  system  under  National 
Health  Insurance  in  England  and  Wales.  It  does  not 
help  to  say  that  basis  is  insufficient;  what  is  material 
is  that  actuarially  it  has  not  been  proved  to  be 
wrongly  conceived.  All  that  is  wrong  with  it  from 
the  chemist's  point  of  view  is  that  the  margin  is 
too  close.  But  if  the  margin  is  too  close,  why  accen- 
tuate an  error  by  piling  another  on  it  and  charging 
contract  prices  for  non-contract  work? 

A  Simplification 

The  price  of  materials  for  prescription  work  is 
practically  the  same  for  all  parties;  that  being  so, 
the  next  step  is  obvious,  and  probably  chemists  in 
Scotland  might  find  it  easier  to  take  the  lead  in 
these  matters,  seeing  that  the  problem  is  more  simple 
to  them  than  in  the  southern  part  of  Great  Britain. 
We  venture,  however,  to  suggest,  before  attempting 
anything  on  these  lines,  the  investigation  and  analysis 
of  what  must  now  be  regarded  as  historical  experi- 
ences. The  problem  in  England  and  Wales  is  more 
complicated  but  far  from  being  insoluble.  The  i-ext 
few  months  will  accentuate  dififerences  unless  a 
prophet  arises  from  the  younger  generation.  Let  us 
consider  the  new  Pharmacopoeia.  Infusum  gentianie 
compositum  concentratum,  of  unspecified  manufac- 
ture, is  IS.  gd.  per  lb.,  and  the  1932  B.P.  variety  is 
2S.  6d.  per  lb.  On  the  other  hand,  we  have  pulvis 
rhei  compositus,  1932,  2s.  gd.  per  lb.,  against  3s.  3d. 
for  that  of  the  B.P.  1914.  Changes  in  strength  make 
it  difficult  enough  for  chemists  to  keep  their  wits 
about  them,  but  changes  in  prices  are  things  which 
affect  the  bank  balance  if  carelessness  creeps  in. 
A  uniform  system  of  pricing  prescriptions  is  some- 
thing long  overdue;  but,  as  we  have  pointed  out, 
the  one  thing  needful  is  to  accept  the  standard  list 
cost  and  add  the  oncost  to  it,  then  it  is  a  simple 
matter  to  come  to  an  understanding  on  professional 
fees.  The  prescription  cost  of  drugs  is  uniform;  the 
oncost  is  a  variant;  but  only  unbusinesslike  attitude 
can  ever  make  professional  cost  a  variant.  The 
component  parts  of  pricing  are  practically  simple; 
but  chemists  await  uniformity  in  pricing,  while  in 
truth  their  inability  to  agree  accentuates  their 
mistake  of  expecting  some  providential  dispensation.

A  MEETING  of  the  Council  was  held  at  i6  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.i,  on  November  2,  Mr.  F.  Glad- 
stone Hines  (president)  in  the  chair. 

Tuesday's  Proceedings 

Among  the  business  transacted  at  the  meeting  of 
the  Council  held  on  November  i  was  the  consideration 
of  a  report  from  the  Education  Committee  containing 
the  proposed  regulations  for  post-graduate  diplomas  in 
biochemical  analysis  and  pharmaceutical  analysis.  The 
regulations  were  approved  by  the  Council. 

It.  was  agreed  that  invitations  from  the  Council 
should  be  sent  to  the  Canadian  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion, the  American.  Pharmaceutical  Association,  the 
pharmaceutical  societies  of  a  number  of  European 
countries  and  the  International  Pharmaceutical  Federa- 
tion to  send  delegates  to  the  meeting  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  to  be  held  in  London  in 
July  1933-  . 

Deaths 

On  the  resumption  of  the  proceedings  on  November  2 
the  President  made  appropriate  reference  to  the  deaths 
of  three  people  closely  associated  with  pharmacy— Mrs. 
Holmes,  widow  of  the  late  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes,  who  was 
emeritus  curator  of  the  Society's  museum;  Mr.  Watson, 
of  Dublin,  a  former  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland;  and  Mr.  J.  H.  Dinwoodie,  of 
Johannesburg,  a  life  member  of  the  Society. 

Elections  and  Restorations

Education  Committee 

•  -  Presenting  the  report  of  the  Education  Committee, 
Mr.  Peck  referred  to  the  remarks  made  by  Mr.  Jack 
some  time  ago  on  the  question  of  the  age  limit  for  the 
herbarium  competition,  and  his  suggestion  that  it  should 
be  raised.  The  Committee  had  considered  the  matter, 
and  while  they  did  not  think  it  would  be  advisable  to 
extend  tlie  age  limit  beyond  twentjr-one,  they  suggested 
that  the  period  for  the  collection  of  plants  might  be 
extended;  There  was  no  need  to  concentrate  the  col- 
lection in  one  year.  That  meant  tliat  entrants  could 
start  in  their  earliest  days,  and  build  up  their  collection 
gradually.  He  thought  such  an  arrangement  would  stimu- 
late interest  in  the  competition,  and  result  in  the  collec- 
tion .  of  plants,  which  would  be  very  valuable  in  later 
years.  "The  date  for  collections  to  be  sent  in  should 
be  altered  to  January  i.  If  the  Council  agreed  to  the 
suggestions,  the  Committee  would  draw  up  a  new  set  of 
regulations  and  submit  them  for  approval  at  a  subse- 
quent meeting.    The  report  was  adopted. 

Benevolent  Fund  Committee 

The  report  of  this  Committee  showed  that  fifteen 
applications  had  been  received  and  grants  made,  or  now 
recommended,  ranged  from  ;^i3  to  ;^39.

Classification  of  Pharmacies 

Arising  out  of  the  resolution  passed  at  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  that  the  Education  Committee  make  a 
classification  of  pharmacies  regarded  by  it  as  competent 
to  train  apprentices,  the  Committee  has  considered  a 
scheme  of  classification  prepared  by  Mr.  Cameron. 
Certain  amendments  were  made  in  the  proposals  in 
the  scheme  put  forward  by  that  gentleman,  and  tlie 
Committee  now  recommended  the  adoption  of  the 
following  classification :  — 

Classification  of  Pharmacies  for  the  Purpose  of  Training, 
of  Apprentices 

Class  I. — In  which  two  apprentices  may  be  employed, 
subject  to  an  interval  of  eighteen  months  between  the 
registration  of  the  indenture  of  each. 

Class  2.— In  which  one  apprentice  only  may  be  em- 
ployed provided  that  a  second  apprentice  may  be  en- 
gaged three  months  before  the  expiration  of  the  contract 
of  the  first,  and  may  have  his  indenture  registered  from 
that  date.

(1)  Every  pharmacy  in  which  one  or  more  apprentices 
are  employed  must  provide  adequate  equipment  and 
utensils  for  the  efficient  production  of  those  pharma- 
copceial  preparations  mentioned  in  the  list  given  below, 
and  for  dispensing. 

(2)  In  towns  where  part-time  courses  of  study  for  the 
Preliminary  Scientific  examinations  of  the  Board  are 
accessible  at  a  recognised  University  or  Technical 
College  or  High  School,  and  are  not  available  in  the 
evenings  only,  the  apprentice  must  be  allowed  such  time 
off  during  business  hours  to  attend  such  courses  of 
stud3^  not  less  than  four  hours  per  week. 

The  Board  reserves  the  right  to  refuse  to  register  a 
contract  of  apprenticeship  in  respect  of  any  particular 
pharmacy,  notwithstanding  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments indicated  in  the  above  classification,  where  fre- 
quent changes  of  management,  and  consequent  cessions 
of  the  apprenticeship  contract  are,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Board,  detrimental  to  the  efficient  training  and  discipline 
of  an  apprentice,  or  where,  after  inspection  of  the  phar- 
macy under  the  authority  of  the  Board,  it  is  considered 
that  the  requirements  of  the  Board  are  no  longer  being 
met. 

As  there  was  some  doubt  as  to  whether  the  last  clause 
was  within  the  Board's  powers,  legal  opinion  was  taken 
and  this  was  to  the  effect  that  there  could  be  no  objec- 
tion to  the  clause  as  drafted. 

It  was  further  agreed  that  Clause  i  be  amended  to 
read  as  follows :  — 


Pharmacy  Board 

"  Every  pharmacy  in  which  one  or  more  appren- 
tices are  employed  must  provide  adequate  equip- 
ment and  utensils  for  the  efficient  production  of 
those  pharmacopoeial  preparations  mentioned  in  a 
list  to  be  prepared  and  issued  by  the  Board  from 
time  to  time  and  for  the  dispensing  of  prescriptions 
of  medical  and  dental  practitioners." 

It  was  further  agreed  that  Clause  2  be  amended  to 
read  as  follows  :  — 

"  Where  part-time  courses  of  study  for  the  exami- 
nations of  the  Board  are  reasonably  accessible  at  a 
recognised  University  or  Technical  College  or  High 
School,  the  apprentice  shall  be  allowed  such  time 
off  during  business  hours  as  may  be  necessary  to 
attend  such  courses  of  study,  not  exceeding  four 
hours'  actual  tuition  per  week." 

The  classification  of  pharmacies  for  the  purpose  of 
training  of  apprentices  as  amended  was  then  adopted, 
and  it  was  agreed  that  it  be  submitted  to  the  Minister 
of  Public  Health  for  his  approval  and  publication  in 
the  Government  Gazette  as  a  rule  made  under  Section  94 
of  the  Act. 

Training  in  Labor.\tories 

Mr.  Dale  has  asked  the  committee  if  it  could  see  its 
way  clear  to  make  a  recommendation  in  regard  to  the 
recognition  of  a  period  of  apprenticeship  in  a  laboratory 
not  exceeding  twelve  months.  The  committee  reported 
that  it  is  unable  to  make  such  a  recommendation.  The 
committee  had  also  received  a  deputation  from  the 
Associated  Pharmaceutical  Societies  in  regard  to  the 
following  resolution,  passed  at  its  last  annual  confer- 
ence :  —  - 

"  That  the  Pharmacy  Board  be  again  approached 
to  recognise  apprentices  to  wholesale  laboratories 
subject  to  these  being  under  the  personal  super- 
vision of  a  qualified  chemist  and  druggist,  and  that 
Regulation  g,  dated  September  20.  1929,  be 
amended  accordingly." 

The  committee  agreed  to  place  the  representations 
before  the  Board. 

Mr.  Macintosh,  chairman  of  the  committee,  said  that 
he  still  had  the  opinicn  that  the  training  in  a  wholesale 
laboratory  was  a  different  training  altogether  to  the 
training  that  the  apprentices  in  a  pharm.acy  have  in 
dealing  with  the  public. 

Mr.  Fyvie  said  he  felt  that  there  was  no  harm  done 
to  pharmacy  in  allowing  an  apprentice  to  be  trained  in 
a  wholesale  laboratory.  He  moved  the  following  amend- 
ment to  the  Board's  rules  so  that  an  apprenticeship 
might  be  served  in  a  laboratory  apart  from  a  retail 
pharmacy :  — 

"  That  Rule  No.  9  of  the  rules  relating  to  the 
form  and  method  and  the  fee  for  registration  of 
contracts  of  apprenticeships  to ,  chemists  and  drug- 
gists be  amended  by  adding  after  the  words 
■  general  public  '  or  in  a  '  wholesale  pharmaceutical 
laboratory.'  " 

Mr.  Clancy  considered  it  would  be  better  first  to  clear 
up  the  position  in  regard  to  the  indenturing  of  appren- 
tices by  corporate  bodies  in  respect  of  which  legal 
opinion  was  now  being  awaited.  He  moved  that  the 
resolution  be  not  considered  until  such  time  as  the  posi- 
tion of  corporate  bodies  in  regard  to  apprenticeship  had 
been  definitely  ascertained. 

Mr.  Cameron  pointed  out  that  the  meeting  had  just 
laid  down  that  a  certain  number  of  prescriptions  must 
be  dispensed  each  year  before  an  apprentice  could  be 
indentured  in  a  pharmacy.  How  was  this  to  'be 
arranged  in  a  manufacturing  laboratory  ?  He  wished 
to  know  if  a  motion  that  had  been  disposed  of  could  be 
reopened  indefinitely  without  any  new  facts  being 
brought  forward?  No  new  facts  had  been  brouglit 
forward  to  justify  the  Board  rescinding  its  former 
resolution. 
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The  chairman  ruled  that  there  was  nothing  to  allow 
him  to  refuse  to  accept  the  motion. 

Mr.  Fyvie's  motion  was  then  put  to  the  vote  and  lost.

Report  of  Executive  Committee 

The  meeting  considered  a  report  of  the  Executive 
Committee  dealing  with,  among  others,  the  following 
matters :  — 

Keeping  of  Poisons 

Representations  had  been  made  to  the  Secretary  for 
Public  Health  that  a  prosecution  for  not  using  reason- 
able care  in  the  custody  of  poisons  might  serve  a  good 
purpose.  In  reply  a  letter  was  read  from  the  Secre- 
tary for  Public  Health  transmitting  a  copy  of  a  letter 
received  from  the  Solicitor-General,  Grahamstown,  in 
which  he  stated  that  the  police  agreed  that  farmers  and 
others  were  lax  in  their  methods  of  keeping  poisons,  but 
the  practical  difficulty  they  foresaw  in  prosecuting  under 
Section  54,  Act  13  of  1928,  was  the  absence  of  any 
standard  of  "  reasonable  care." 

It  was  agreed  that  any  further  information  on  the 
subject  should  be  carefully  recorded  with  a  view  to 
placing  the  matter  again  before  the  authorities  when 
the  Board  had  a  strong  case. 

Sale  of  Douches  by  Medical  Practitioners 

A  chemist  and  druggist  in  the  Cape  Province  wrote 
drawing  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  fact  that 
douches,  enemas,  and  the  like,  were  being  sold  by 
medical  practitioners  in  that  town.  The  committee 
agreed  that  the  South  African  Medical  Council  be  ad- 


vised of  the  statement  which  had  been  made,  as  also 
that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Boaid,  such  sdj's  were  not 
provided  for  by  Act  13  of  1928,  and  ■t^at  they  were 
ordinary  sales  which  required  a  general  dfealer's  licence. 
A  further  communication  was  read  from  the  South 
African  Medical  Council  transmitting  a  letter  from  one 
of  the  doctors  complained  of  denying  that  he  had  sold 
douches  or  enemas.  He  stated  that  he  had  occasionally 
lent  a  douche  can  to  a  patient.  He  wished  to  know  if 
he  was  prohibited  from  selling  throat  brushes  and  medi- 
cine droppers  and  the  like.  The  Medical  Council  wished 
to  know  the  Board's  views  on  the  matter. 

Mr.  Macintosh  did  not  think  that  the  Board  or  any 
chemist  would  take  exception  to  supplying  of  these 
articles  in  extreme  emergency,  but  it  was  not  an  emer- 
gency where  a  doctor  actually  sold,  in  competition  with 
a  chemist  such  things  as  feeding  bottles.  He  moved 
that  the  South  African  Medical  Council  be  informed 
that  the  Board  took  strong  exception  to  medical  men 
selling  things  such  as  throat  brushes,  enemas,  etc.,  as  a 
practice,  but  put  hi  a  different  category  the  supplying 
of  these  things  in  extreme  emergency  in  the  interests 
of  the  patients  when  the  circumstances  were  such  that 
it  would  be  impossible  to  do  otherwise. 

This  was  agreed  to. 

Financial  Statement 

Mr.  Macintosh,  the  treasurer,  submitted  a  financial 
statement  for  the  period  January  i  to  June  30,  1932, 
which  was  regarded  by  the  Board  as  very  satisfactory. 
He  asked  for  instructions  as  to  the  investment  of  certain 
surplus  moneys,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  investment 
of  these  moneys  be  left  in  his  hands.

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On  December  31,  193 1,  there  were  1,136  names  in 
the  register:  but  three  persons  are  registered  as  holding 
two  qualificUtions :  two  of  these  persons  held  the  certi- 
cate  of  the  Transvaal  and  Orange  Free  State,  and  one 
holds  those  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland.

Reciprocal  Relations  with  Pharmaceutical  Society 
OF  Great  Britain 

The  meeting  considered  a  letter  from  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Great  Britain  stating  that  it  was  now 
prepared  to  register  as  chemists  and  druggists  in  Great 
Britain  persons  who  were  registered  as  chemists  and 


druggists  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  under  Section  15, 
Act  13  of  1028.  The  letter  went  on  to  say  that  the 
decision  of  tiie  Society  would,  become  operative  imme- 
diately upon  learning  that  the  necessary  arrangements 
had  been  completed  for  the  registration  of  chemists  and 
druggists  or  pharmaceutical  chemists  of  Great  Britain 
as  chemists  and  druggists  in  South  Africa. 

It  was  agreed  to  recommend  to  the  Governor-General 
that  regulations  be  prescribed  under  Section  22,  Act  13 
of  1928  admitting  to  registration,  on  payment  of  the 
prescribed  fee,  as  chemists  and  druggists  in  the  Union 
persons  holding  the  qualification  of  chemist  and  drug- 
gist or  pharmaceutical  chemist  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  obtained  after  examination. 

Habit-forming  Drugs  Regulations 

The  attention  of  the  Board  was  drawn  to  the  fact 
that  an  inspection  ot  habit-forming  drugs  registers  had 
recently  taken  place  in  several  of  the  larger  towns,  and 
that  the  condition  of  the  registers  in  many  cases  had 
been  found  to  be  anything  but  satisfactory.  It  is 
specially  to  be  noted  that  registers  have  to  be  balanced 
quarterly. 

It  was  agreed  that  a  circular  letter  be  sent  to  all 
chemists  and  druggists  drawing  their  attention  to  the 
provisions  of  the  regulations  relating  to  habit-forming 
drugs,  and  that  the  drafting  of  the  circular  letter  be 
left  to  the  president,  Mr.  Macintosh,  Dr.  Willmot  and 
the  registrar. 

Arising  out  of  the  discussion  Mr.  Clancy  pointed  out 
that  one  of  the  difficulties  in  regard  to  habit-forming 
drugs  was  that  doctors  did  not  fill  in  on  prescriptions 
all  details  such  as  names  and  addresses,  their  full  signa- 
tures and  qualifications  as  required  by  the  regulations. 
Strictly  speaking,  such  prescriptions  should  not  be  dis- 
pensed, but  the  practice  was  very  general  and  seme 
medical  men  seemed  to  resent  being  asked  to  complete 
these  forms. 

It  was  agreed  that  the  South  African  Medical  Council 
be  forwarded  a  copy  of  the  circular  letter  when  issued 
by  the  Board  and  asked  to  consider  the  desirabilit}^  of 
sending  out  a  letter  dealing  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Habit-forming  Drugs  Regulations  to  all  medical 
practitioners. 


Pharmacopoeial  Anomalies 


By  an  Analyst 


IN  any  attempt  to  criticise  any  given  portion  of  the 
new  British  Pharmacopceia  it  appears  to  me  impos- 
sible to  avoid  reference  to  some  general  impressions 
which  the  work  as  a  whole  produces  on  one.  How- 
ever satisfactory  given  details  may  be,  one  cannot  help 
feeling  that  there  is  some  hidden  influence  at  work, 
cramping  the  expression  and  so  modifying  any  good 
work  that  the  book  as  a  whole  produces  an  unsatis- 
factory feeling  on  the  critic's  mind.  How  far  this  is 
due  to  the  notoriously  unsatisfactory  method  of  pro- 
duction— which  has  caused  each  successive  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  to  omit  any  reference  to  it — one  cannot  say. 

One  wonders  at  the  splendid  isolation  which  causes 
the  use  of  the  term  "  mil,"  when  practically  every 
analyst  actually  uses  the  cubic  centimetre.  Perhaps 
it  is  unkind  to  criticise  the  grammar  of  the  book,  but 
really  such  expressions  as  "  Ethyl  esters  of  Hydno- 
carpus  oil  consists  mainly  of  .  .  .  and  is  produced 
by  .  .  .  "  sets  one's  teeth  on  edge  and  make  one 
pass  such  others  as  "  corresponds  to  "  without  mucli 
comment.  The  solemn  methods  of  official  nomencla- 
ture can  only  be  described  as  amusing.  Is  it  really 
necessary  to  set  out,  for  example,  "  Dextrosum 
[Dextros.],  Dextrose,"  or  "  Paraldehydum  [Paralde- 
hyd.]  Paraldehyde." 

As  a  whole,  the  old  idea  of  a  pharmacopceia  is  gone, 
and  the  impression  produced  by  such  a  work  as  the 
present  is  that  of  an  unsuccessful  attempt,  with  much 
scissors  and  paste,  to  pose  as  a  highly  scientific  work 
on  matters  which  are  in  the  main  foreign  to  its  proper 


domain.  What  possible  purpose  can  the  considerable 
space  devoted  to  biological  preparations,  their  use  and 
assay,  serve?  The  details  given  are  far  beyond  the 
_  requirements  of  any  ordinary  persons  handling  these 
preparations,  and  far  below  the  requirements  of  the 
very  few  experts  called  upon  to  examine-  these  pro- 
ducts, who  are  compelled  to  hold  a  vivisection  licence. 
Further,  as  we  read  on  p.  xxiii,  "  The  method  of 
comparison  is  not  always  prescribed,  as  the  rapid  pro- 
gress of  biological  science  at  the  present  time  makes 
this  undesirable."  And  when  we  look  at  Appendix  XV 
we  find  the  expression  "  Suggested  Details  of  Method  " 
(the  italics  are  mine)  in  many  cases.  What  value  has 
the  expression  on  p.  xxiv,  "  A  method  has  been  indi- 
cated which  a  worker  is  expected  to  use  unless  he 
employs  another  method  which  he  can  justify  as  being  at 
least  equally  good  "?  All  this  is  mere  abstracting  details 
of  processes,  with  the  expression  of  a  pious  wish  that 
somebody  (who?)  will  be  influenced  to  use  the  pro- 
cesses, and  has  no  more  authority  or  value  than  if 
it  appeared  in  an  elementary  text-book  on  biochemistry. 

Nor  must  one  be  misled  by  the  claim  to  "  statutory 
force  "  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  set  up  on  p.  I2_^ 
I  am  aware  that  its  preparation,  publication,  etc.,  are 
under  statutory  authority,  and  that  in  some  places 
it  is  definitely  accepted  as  the  standard  of  quality  for 
drugs,  under  certain  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.  But  it 
certainly  has  no  statutory  authority  to  clash,  for 
example,  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act, 
1928.    A  practice  which  is  impossible  to  understand  is 
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that  which  is  adopted  (as  already  mentioned  in  t 
C.  &■  D.)  in  the  case  of  extract  of  male  fern,  which  is 
stated  to  contain  25  per  cent,  of  filicin,  and  if  it  turns 
out  higher  than  this  it  is  to  be  reduced  with  olive  oil  to 
the  required  strength,  at  the  same  time  the  limits 
of  from  24  to  26  per  cent,  are  given  as  permissible. 
The  same  is  true  with  acetic  acid  and  of  standardised 
tinctures,  etc. 

What  is  the  ratio  decidendi  in  the  following?  "  The 
conventional  symbolic  method  of  indicating  the  chemi- 
cal structure  of  a  compound  has  been  employed  where 
this  seems  desirable,  e.g.,  Acetonum  CH3.CO.CH3." 
(The  italics  are  mine.)    Let  us  reproduce  a  few  cases. 

Acetone  is  given  with  such  a  formula,  CII3.CO.CH3, 
and  is  a  case  where  "  this  seems  desirable." 

Acetic  Acid  has  not  such  a  formula,  but  is  referred 
to  in  the  monograph  as  C^H.,©.^,  not  as  CH3.COOH.  This 
is  a  case  where  it  does  not  "  seem  desirable." 

Acetyl- SALICYLIC  Acid  is  described  as  CH3.CO,.C„H, 
COOH,  and  the  orientation  of  the  side  claims  is  even 
given.    This  is  a  case  where  it  "  seems  desirable." 

Benzoic  Acid,  Citric  Acid  and  Salicylic  Acid  are 
all  cases  where  this  type  of  formula  "  seems  desirable." 

Oleic  Acid  is  one  where  the  text  refers  to  it  as 
C],H33.COOH,  and  is  therefore  an  "  undesirable  "  case. 

Nor  is  it  very  happy,  after  giving  Trichloracetic 
Acid  its  conventional  formula  CCI3.COOH,  to  lapse 
into  such  laxity  as  later  to  refer  to  it  as  CjHOjClj, 
which  is  highly  unconventional. 


The  use  of  a  capital  G  as  a  symbol  for  gram  will, 
it  is  probable,  be  confined  to  the  30,000  copies  of  the 
work — and,  it  is  to  be  feared,  to  any  later  impressions 
of  the  same.  If  the  compilers  must  show  that  they 
have  an  attack  of  "  legal  jumps  " — which  goes  so  far 
as  to  draw  attention  to  the  observance  of  the  statu- 
tory regulations  governing  the  use  of  industrial  methy- 
lated spirit,  and  which  hardly  seems  within  the  pur- 
view of  a  Pharmacopoeia,  why  do  they  not  draw  any 
attention  under  morphine  and  cocaine  preparations  to 
the  effects  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts  and  Kegula- 
tions,  a  matter,  apparently,  of  more  importance.'  Iv 
is  hardly  scientific  to  use  such  expressions  as  the  fol- 
lowing, at  least  without  full  explanation:  — 

Citric  Acid  "  contains  not  less  than  99.5  per  cent., 
and  not  more  than  the  equivalent  of  loi  per  cent., 
of  C,H,0,,H,0." 

Ammonium  Bicarbonate,  which  has  no  water  of 
crystallisation,  "  contains  not  less  than  98  per  cent., 
and  not  more  than  the  equivalent  of  102  per  cent,  of 
NH,HC03." 

Ammonium  Carbon.vte  is  described  as  a  variable  mix- 
ture of  ammonium  bicarbonate  NH^HCO,  and 
ammonium  carbonate  NH^NH^CO,.  It  "  contains  the 
equivalent  of  not  less  than  30  per  cent.,  and  not 
more  than  32.5  per  cent.,  of  NH,."  (The  italics  are 
mine.)

Measurement  of  Astigmatism 

By  S.  H.  Lees,  F.B.O.A. 


THE  most  difficult  part  of  a  subjective  test  is 
the  measurement  of  the  astigmatic  error. 
Whatever  problems  may  arise  from  time  to 
time  from  other  causes,  I  believe  it  is  correct  to  say 
that  it  is  in  the  correction  of  the  astigmatism  that 
most  mistakes  are  made.  Ninety-five  per  cent,  of  these 
mistakes  can  be  avoided  by  the  careful  observance 
of  a  few  quite  simple  rules.  The  first  and  most  impor- 
tant rule  is  to  visualise  what  is  actually  taking  place 
in  the  eye  all  the  time  it  is  being  tested.  If,  before 
commencing  the  test,  it  has  been  ascertained  objec- 
tively that  the  eye  is  myopic,  then  there  should  be 
carried  in  the  mind  a  picture  in  which  the  rays  of 
light  come  to  a  focus  before  they  reach  the  retina. 
In  mixed  astigmatism  the  rays  focus  at  various  points 
on  each  side  of  the  retina.  Other  mental  pictures  are 
suggested  by  other  refractive  conditions.  If  an  eye 
required  -I-0.5  D.  sphere,  —  i  D.  cyl.  to  focus  parallel 
rays  of  light  on  the  retina,  there  would  be  equal 
amounts  of  myopic  and  hyperopic  astigmatism,  and 
the  retina  would  be  in  the  plane  of  Sturm's  circle  of 
least  confusion.  Without  correction,  such  an  eye  might 
discern  no  difference  between  the  lines  of  the  fRii 
chart;  the  visual  acuity  might  be  6/6;  and  if  there 
has  been  no  objective  test  the  astigmatism  could  easily 
be  overlooked.  Suppose,  for  instance,  that  in  testing 
this  eye  the  refractionist  were  to  "  fog  out  "  by 
placing  a  +1  D.  sphere  in  the  frame  and  increasing 
the  power  in  steps  of  one  diopter,  afterwards  decreasing 
the  power  the  same  way.  With  many  subjects  no 
difference  would  be  remarked  between  the  lines  of  the 
fan.  The  better  way  is  to  fog  out  with  -I-0.5  D., 
+  1  D.,  and  so  on.  When  decreasing  the  power  it  is 
a  simple  matter  to  reduce  half  a  diopter  at  once, 
using  powers  falling  between  those  already  tried.  One 
would  use  -f-i.75,  -1-1.25,  and  so  forth,  and  in  this 
way  any  astigmatism  not  found  would  be  too  small 
to  matter.  Where  the  approximate  refraction  of  the 
eye  is  already  known  from  retinoscopy  such  precautions 
may  not  be  necessary. 

In  this  case,  assuming  the  method  just  described  was 
adopted,  evidence  of  astigmatism  would  be  found  on 
inserting  the  -I-0.5  D.  when  commencing  fogging.  The 
fact  that  the  lines  appeared  to  be  alike  at  the  outset 
roves  that  the  astigmatism  is  not  likely  to  be  very 
igh,  since  Sturm's  circle  occurs  half-way  between  the 


two  meridians  and  one  would  know  from  the  patient's 
description  that  -f-0.5  D.  was  very  near  one  meridian. 
In  any  case,  as  soon  as  it  was  increased  to  -f-i  D.  the 
clearest  lines  would  become  blurred,  which  would  tell 
the  same  thing.  Having  made  the  eyes  artificially 
myopic,  all  rays  come  to  a  focus  in  front  of  the  retina, 
but  some  nearer  the  retina  than  others,  and  as  the 
nearer  ones  are  got  closer  to  the  retina  by  reducing 
the  plus  power,  the  refractionist  should  concentrate  on 
getting  the  meridian  nearest  the  retina  as  close  as 
possible  without  actually  lying  in  the  same  plane. 
Remembering  that  -I-0.5  D.  is  nearer  to  that  meridian, 
and  that  -|-i  D.  blurred  the  lines,  -I-0.75  is  the  point 
to  which  one  must  "  de-fog."  At  this  point  no  rays 
are  actually  focussed  on  the  retina;  some  are  very  near, 
and.  from  the  subject's  replies  it  is  possible  to  arrive 
at  the  correct  cylinder,  minus  of  course.  The  final 
correction  requires  the  spherical  power  reducing  by  a 
further  0.25  D,  and  it  may  be  taken  as  one  sign  of 
a  satisfactory  test  if  only  a  shght  decrease  in  the  plus 
power  (or  a  slight  increase  in  the  viinus  power)  is 
necessary  after  the  cylinder  has  been  found.  More 
latitude  may  be  allowed  in  this  respect  in  cases  of 
very  high  astigmatism,  but  in  no  case  should ,  the 
change  in  spherical  power  be  very  great  at  this  stage. 
If  it  should  happen  that  vision  is  improved  by  an 
increase  in  plus  power  (or  a  decrease  in  minus)  after 
correcting  the  astigmatism  with  a  minus  cylinder,  then 
the  test  has  been  badly  carried  out  and  the  result 
is  sure  to  be  wrong.  Finally,  one  should  always  reniem.- 
ber  that  astigmatism  is  not  properly  corrected  unless, 
after  finding  the  cyl.  which  makes  the  lines  equally 
clear,  it  is  possible  to  make  either  meridian  predomi- 
nate by  increasing  or  reducing  your  sphere  by  a  quar- 
ter of  a  diopter.  When  this  is  not  the  case,  it  is 
probably  due  to  the  sphere  being  too  low  (if  pins'! 
before  commencing  to  measure  the  astigmatism.  To 
prove  this,  hold  a  low  convex  lens  in  front  of  the 
eye,  and  the  lines,  instead  of  being  all  alike,  will 
probably  show  a  marked  difference.  This  means  that 
instead  of  all  the  rays  coming  to  a  focus  in  front  of 
the  retina  the  clearest  focal  line  was  beyond  the  retina 
before  employing  the  cylinders.  Never  ask  a  client 
for  the  blackest  lines :  always  stipulate  clearest.  To 
some  people  the  blackest  lines  mean  the  darkest  patch 
on  the  fan,  and  endless  trouble  to  the  refractionist.

Insurance  Act  Dispensing 

Record  of  matters  concerning  Chemists'  interests  in  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Acts. 

Local  Reports 

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Derby. — Notwithstanding  a  representation  from  the 
Minister  of  Health,  the  Derby  Insurance  Committee  have 
adhered  to  their  refusal  to  recommend  the  withholding 
of  money  due  to  a  chemist  against  whom  a  complaint 
had  been  made  concerning  a  supply  of  gauze.  The 
Committee  decided  to  forward  to  the  Minister  a  copy  of 
the  manufacturer's  letter  obtained  in  explanation  by  the 
chemist,  and  to  point  out  that  as  the  gauze  was  sup- 
plied by  weight  in  a  sealed  packet  it  was  not  possible 
for  the  chemist  to  check  the  measurement,  that  there 
would  have  been  no  loss  in  value  to  the  patient  had  the 
gauze  been  used,  that  the  chemist  had  been  on  the 
Committee's  list  since  the  commencement  of  the  scheme, 
and  that  there  had  been  no  previous  complaint  against 
him. 

London. — At  a  meeting  of  the  London  Pharmaceutical 
Committee,  held  on  October  i8,  the  following  compara- 
tive figures  for  the  first  six  months  of  the  years  1931-32 
were  reported':  —

Among  other  matters  reported  by  the  secretary  were 
the  investigation  of  complaints  regarding  irregularities 
in  the  service,  the  removal  of  a  firm  from  the  West 
Ham  panel  list  of  chemists,  the  withdrawal  by  the 
Home  Secretary  of  the  authorisation  granted  to  two 
doctors  on  the  London  panel,  and  difficulties  which  had 
arisen  with  regard  to  certain  N.H.I,  scripts  for 
"  dangerous  "  drugs.  The  Pharmaceutical  Service  Sub- 
committee reported  particulars  of  fourteen  cases  dealt 
with  under  the  testing  scheme,  concerning  which  four 
chemists  were  cautioned  and  ten  censured. 

Portsmouth. — A  protest  is  being  made  by  the  Insur- 
ance Committee  against  the  overriding  of  their  decisions 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  in  cases  which  have  been 
investigated  fully  by  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Service 
Subcommittee  under  the  testing  scheme.  The  protest 
applies  particularly  to  a  recent  case  in  which  the  drug 
ordered  and  tested  was  syr.  ferri  phosph.  co..  National 
Formulary.  This  showed  a  deficiency  of  30  per  cent,  of 
iron.  It  was  ascertained  by  the  Committee  that  it  was 
the  custom  of  pharmacists  to  buy  this  preparation  ready- 
made  from  manufacturers  who,  to  secure  elegance  in 
dispensing,  had  somewhat  varied  the  B.P.C.  formula. 
The  Committee  had  before  them  letters  from  wholesale 
houses  stating  that  they  made  the  syrup  to  their  own 
formulas  to  secure  good  keeping  qualities.  A  stock 
bottle  of  B.P.C.  syrup  which  had  been  purchased  about 
a  fortnight  was  also  inspected  at  the  time  by  the  Com- 
mittee, who  found  the  contents  "  turbid,  semi-opaque, 
and  of  an  unattractive  dirty  brick  red  colour,"  with  "  a 
slimy  deposit  clouding  the  liquid  and  settling  at  the 
sides  and  bottom,"  and  they  fully  agreed  with  the  con- 
tention of  the  chemists  that  a  patient  receiving  this 
chemical  food  would  have  reason  to  think  he  was  getting 
an  article  inferior  to  what  he  could  buy  over  the  counter. 
Although  there  was  a  considerable  deficiency  of  iron  in 
the  sample  taken,  the  Committee  found  that  the  circum- 
stances were  clearly  extenuating,  and  no  further  action 
was  taken  in  respect  of  the  pharmacist.  The  Ministry, 
however,  insisted  upon  a  fine  of  £1.  In  the  course  of  dis- 
cussion, it  was  pointed  out  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Service  Subcommittee  gave  much  time  to  the  considera- 
tion of  these  cases.  It  was  decided  to  write  again  to  the 
Ministry. 

Southend-on=Sea. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance 
Committee  recently  it  was  reported  by  the  Medical 
Service  Subcommittee  that  they  had  investigated  the 
circumstances  with  reference  to  an  alleged  alteration  to 


a  prescription  by  an  insured  patient.  The  chairman 
said  that  the  patient  in  question  had  increased  the 
amount  of  morphine  mentioned  in  the  prescription.  The 
Subcommittee  recommended  that  she  be  severely  cen- 
sured, and  that  practitioners  be  advised  to  write  their 
prescriptions  in  ink  or  indelible  pencil.  Mr.  George 
Bruce,  chemist  and  druggist,  said  he  would  like  the  Com- 
mittee very  strongly  to  endorse  the  recommendation. 
The  average  girl  brought  in  a  prescription  screwed  up 
in  a  ball.

The  recent  movement  of  sterling-  to  a  lower  level  is  now 
being  reflected  in  a  number  of  markets.  Business  has  been 
fair  but  is  mostly  restricted  to  emallish  quantities  for  near 
requirement's.  The  general  tone  is  steady.  In  pharmaceu- 
ticals a  number  of  products  have  been  advanced,  the  chief 
being  increases  in  makers'  prices  for  bismuth  salts  and 
iodides.  Rochelle  salts  have  been  reduced.  Resorcin  is 
dearer,  and  importers'  prices  for  products  that  have  to  bo 
brought  in  are  generally  tending  dearer  with  the  fall  in 
the  £  exchange  rates.  There  has  been  a  steady  flow  of 
business  all  the  week.  In  crude  drugs  the  chief  item  of 
intei*est  ha^  been  menthol ;  this  Japanese  product  has  met 
with  a  very  active  demand,  and  has  advanced  to  much 
higher  figures,  closing  firm  on  spot ;  prices  have  advanced 
a  full  5s.  per  lb.  in  a  month.  Cabled  advice  of  the  crop 
figures  of  Japanese  menthol  and  peppermint  oil  are 
given  at  the  end  of  our  report.  Shippers  of  cod-liver  oil  tend 
to  harden  their  quotations.  Honey  continues  active 
and  firm.  Seima  pods  are  not  quite  such  a  good  market 
this  week.  In  most  other  products  in  this  market  business 
has  been  subdued.  The  outstanding  item  in  essential  oils 
is  .Japanese  dementholised  peppermint,  which  has  been  in 
brisk  demand  all  the  week  on  an  advancing  and  firm 
market.  An  advance  of  about  2s.  per  lb.  is  recorded  on 
the  month.  West  Indian  limQ  is  a  better  market,  and 
lemongrass  is  firm  and  shoi-t  on  spot.  Ceylon  citronella  is 
a  shade  easier  for  shipment.  Bergamot  is  nominal  for 
shipment,  and  spot  offers  are  irregular.  Sicilian  hand- 
pressed  lemon  for  shipment  is  a,  little  better,  but  the  sweet 
orange  from  the  same  source  is  suffering  from  keen  com- 
petition fi'om  other  shipment  markets.  In  the  fixed  oils 
markets  business  has  been  rather  slow.  American  tvirpen- 
tine  and  linseed  oil  are  at  lower  figures.  Palm  oils  are  a 
point  cheaper.  Coal-tar  products  are  mostly  steady,  and 
business  is  satisfactory.  Carbolic  acid  crystals  are  fully 
steady.

Proposed  Import  Duty  on  Cod-liver  Oil 

Sir, — Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  in  their  contribution 
on  cod-liver  oil  to  your  issue  of  October  22,  state:  — 

"  It  is  not  a  question  of  converting  coast  cod  oil  into 
medicinal  cod-liver  oil  by  some  refining  process ;  the  con- 
ditions under  which  the  fish  are  caught  must  be  such  as  to 
allow  the  fresh  liver  to  be  boiled  immediately.  Do  these 
conditions  obtain  in  Newfoundland  during  the  fishing 
season  ?  " 

I  should  like  to  say  that  for  twenty  years  I  have 
been  intimately  connected  with  cod-liver  oil  production 
in  Newfoundland.  The  conditions  during  the  fishing 
season  for  the  obtaining  of  perfectly  fresh  livers  are 
ideal.  The  entire  fishery  is  a  shore  fishery,  and  freshly- 
caught  fish  are  brought  in  twice  daily.  The  livers  are 
refined  within  two  hours  from  the  time  the  fish  is 
caught.  At  the  present  time,  because  of  a  lack  of 
markets,  most  of  the  livers  are  thrown  into  puncheons, 
where  they  are  allowed  to  rot  for  the  production  of 
industrial  cod  oil.  An  increased  market  for  cod-liver 
oil  could  be  met  by  the  setting  up  of  two  or  three 
times  the  present  number  of  refining  plants,  which  would 
mean  a  very  great  increase  in  the  quantity  of  refined 
cod-liver  oil  produced.  In  fact,  with  sufficient  markets 
our  production  of  cod-liver  oil  for  human  and  animal 
consum|)tion  could  reach  from  750,000  to  1,000,000 
gallons  annually.  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  state  that 
our  fish  and  livers  are  small  during  our  fishing  season. 
This  is  not  true;  the  codfish  of  Newfoundland,  feeding 
on  the  teeming  millions  of  caplin  and  squid  during  July, 
August  and  September,  are  in  perfect  condition,  their 
bodies  are  plump  and  their  livers  are  large  and  healthy, 
and  the  refined  oil  from  the  livers  is  manufactured  in 
scrupulously  clean  factories  subject  to  the  most  rigid 
inspection.  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  admit  the  superior 
vitamin  potency  of  Newfoundland  oil,  but  state  that 
vitamin  content  is  of  no  great  importance.  I  am  given 
to  understand  that  cod-liver  oil  is  prescribed  for  its 
therapeutic  properties,  and  from  that  point  of  view 
its  vitamin  potency  is  of  paramount  importance.  I 
am  not  going  to  reply  to  the  other  contributors  except 
in  the  case  of  the  contribution  of  Southall  Brothers  & 
Barclay,  Ltd.,  who  say  that  they  are  informed  that 
our  largest  refiners  are  American  concerns.  This  firm 
makes  that  statement  after  having,  I  presume,  read 
my  Government's  refutation,  which  most  distinctly 
states  that  our  cod-liver  oil  industry  is  free  from  U.S.A. 
support  and  is  financed  internally.

Price  of  Cod-Liver  Oil 

Sir. — I  was  present  at  the  House  of  Commons  on 
Monifay,  October  24,  during  the  debate  on  the  proposed 
import  duty  of  is.  ^d.  per  gallon  on  foreign  cod-liver 


oil,  as  a  result  of  the  Ottawa  agreements.    Dr.  Burgin, 
the  Government  spokesman,  definitely  stated  that  the 
retail  price  would  not  be  affected  by  this  imposition. 
By  a  curious  coincidence  the  wholesale  trade  were  cir- 
cularised on  the  same  day  by  a  London  firm,  to  the 
effect  that  the  Newfoundland  cod-liver  oil  would  soon 
be  placed  on  the  market  at  the  following  retail  prices :  — 
4-oz.  size,  retail  price   Is.  6d.  per  bottle. 
8-oz.  size,  retail  price  2s.  9d.  per  bottle. 
16-oz.  size,  retail  price  5s.  Od.  per  bottle. 
The  present  price  for  standard  Norwegian  cod-liver  oil 
is ;  — 

4-oz.  size,  retail  price  Os.  lOd.  per  bottle. 
8-oz.  size,  retail  price  Is.    5d.  per  bottle 
16-oz.  size,  retail  price  2s.    3d.  per  bottle. 
From  the  above  you  will  observe  that  tlie  Newfound- 
land oil,  with  the  exception  of  the  4-oz.  size,  is  more 
than  double  the  current  price  of  the  Norwegian  oil.  I 
consider  comment  is  superfluous;  the  comparative  prices 
merely    confirm    the    fact  which  has  been  repeatedly 
brought  before  the  Government,  that  this  heavy  tax  on 
a  vital  medicinal  foodstuff  must  increase  the  price  to 
consumers,  mostly  poor  people,  very  considerably.  It 
will,  of  course,  be  appreciated  that  wlien  the  tax  becomes 
operative,   the  retail  price  of  Norwegian  cod-liver  oil 
will  have  to  be  substantially  increased.

Liquor  Quininse  Ammoniatus 

Sir, — It  is  puzzling  to  me  that  the  formula  oi  this 
preparation  should  be  calculated  to  give  2  per  cent, 
vv/v  of  quinine  sulphate,  which  means  gr.  of  quinine 
sulphate  in  60  minims,  whilst  in  a  footnote  the  state- 
ment is  made  "In  60  minims  about  gr.  quinine 
sulphate."  One  is  surprised  that  with  the  compilers' 
obvious  straining  after  meticulous  accuracy  such  a  state- 
ment as  this  could  have  been  permitted.  As  a  manu- 
facturer I  am  wondering  whether  on  my  labels  for 
ammoniated  quinine  tablets  I  should  put  "  Each  tablet 
contains  li  gr.  of  quinine  sulphate  "  or  whether  I  should 
use  the  somewhat  detrimental  description  ' '  contains 
about  i-J-  gr."  To  use  the  latter  description  is  "  infra 
dig.";  yet,  if  one  uses  the  former,  a  calculation  is  neces- 
sary to  verify  that  the  statement  signifies  the  article  is 
of  B.P.  strength.  One  may  suggest  that  i-j  gr.  is  a 
foolish  dose;  if  so  why  was  such  a  dose  chosen  ?  But  is 
it  more  ridiculous  than  i-^  gr.  ?  It  obviously  should 
have  been  either  i  gr.  or  i|  gr. — Yours  truly.

Welfare  Centres 

Sir, — Reading  your  correspondence  section  every  week, 
it  occurs  to  me  that  a  letter  on  the  above  subject  is 
now  overdue.  I  will  give  you  therefore  the  latest  news 
of  the  village.  A  lady  has  been  to  my  shop  several 
times  to  have  her  baby  weighed.  In  conversation  I 
found  out  the  baby  was  being  fed  on  "  XX  ";  as  I  had 
not  sold  a  tin  for  months  I  was  curious  to  find  out  the 
source  of  supply,  and  I  discovered  that  she  was  obtaining 
two  packets  a  week  from  the  "  welfare."  This  person 
has  lately  come  to  live  in  the  village,  rents  a  modern 
bungalow,  and  is  the  wife  of  a  man  in  Governmeni 
employ;  but  here  is  the  spice.  She  does  not  go  to  the 
village  welfare  centre,  but  to  a  town  five  miles  away — 
prestige  must  be  kept  up,  I  suppose,  even  in  a  village. 
Now  for  the  next.  The  proprietor  of  a  very  small  grocery 
sliop  in  the  village  was  asked  by  one  of  his  customers  to 
keep  in  stock  for  her  a  certain  tonic  food,  "  YY,"  and 
promised  to  take  a  tin  each  week.  After  three  weeks 
she  did  not  purchase  any  more,  and  being  asked  if  she 
did  not  require  the  usual  tin  replied,  "  Oh,  no!    I  get 
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it  at  the  welfare  centre — it  is  cheaper."  These  are  both 
authentic  cases.  I  have  recently  handed  over  two  2s.  gd. 
tins  of  "  XX."  I  will  admit  that  after  getting  credits 
for  these  vouchers  I  obtain  my  usual  profit  less  postages. 
In  both  cases  the  persons  concerned  have  not  been  to 
buy  any  more  food,  but  go  to  the  "  welfare  ";  I  have 
been  the  agent  to  save  the  proprietors  of  this  food  the 
cost  of  postage,  and  the  only  return  I  am  likely  to  get 
is  a  chit  from  the  "  welfare  "  for  "  2d.  ung.  hyd.  amm. 
dil."  Is  it  any  wonder  that  on  going  through  my  food 
stocks  I  find  ail  except  two  brands  are  out  of  date  ?  ■  It 
is  not  the  first  time  they  have  been  replaced — but  it  is 
going  to  be  the  last. — Yours,  etc.,  ■

The  N.H.I.  Testing  Scheme 

Sir, — Many  pharmacists  will  endorse  the  views  of 
"  N.j.S."  (26/10)  on  -the  testing  of  insurance  dispensing. 
In  niy  opinion  the  "  snolabery  "  .  of  the  system  is  ,  an 
insult  to  the  profession.  ■  Why  on  earth  should  a  chemist 
be  treated  like  a  rogue,  while  the  doctor's  dispensing  is 
allowed  to  go  on  in  the-  slipshod  manner  that  it  has  done 
for  years?  I  have  worked  in  doctors'  surgeries,  and  the 
conditions  are  simply  appalling.  '  The  Ministry  of  Health 
distinctly  shows  its  snobbish  attitude  by  ca.rrying  out 
the  D.D.A.  inspection,  for  the  Home  Office,  of  doctors' 
registers,  while  we  are  left  to  be  suddenly  surprised  any 
day  by  a  plain-cloth.'s  policeman  calling  to  inspect  us. 
It  is  probably  not  generally  known  that  the  doctor  gets 
three  days'  notice  in  advance  that  the  D.D.A.-  inspector 
will  call,  so  that  he  can  have  his  books  in  order.  The 
fact  is  the  pharmacist  is  a  tradesman,  and  he  is  being 
made  to  remember  it  to-day  more  than  ever  by-  the 
bureaucrats,  who  hold  the  safest  jobs  in  the  country. 
All  unions  and  "  big  stick  "  associations  are  the  curse 
of  the  country,  and  have  brought  about  many  evils;  but 
since  they  are  the  fashion  the  chemist  to  save  himself 
must  go  with  the  tide.  Had  the  chemists'  union  been 
as  strong  and  solid  as  the  doctors',  there  would  have 
been  a  very  different  tale  to  tell  about  N.H.I. ,  D.D.A., 
and  a  dozen  different  regulations  which  have  been  formu- 
lated to  victimise  the  innocent  in  search  of  the  guilty.

B.  E.  N.  (ii/io). — In  order  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts  the  labels  must  bear 
the  words  "  Executors  of  X.,  Chemist." 

Galen  (6/10). — A  guarantees  B  an  overdraft  at  a  bank. 
The  bank  calls  in  the  overdraft  and  A  has  to  pay  the 
bank.  What  steps  can  A  take  to  obtain  the  money  from 
B?  [A's  only  course  is  to  take  proceedings  to  recover 
the  amount  for  which  he  stood  surety  for  B.  As  A  has 
paid  the  bank,  A  stands  in  the  same  position  in  law  as 
the  bank  would  have  stood  with  B  if  A  had  not  guaran- 
teed it.  A  has  the  necessary  evidence  upon  which  to 
sue.] 

C.  G.  V.  (29/g). — Unless  the  powder  sold  from  the 
display  cards  consists  of  a  single,  ingredient,  without 
tiny  admixture  whatsoever,  it  is  liable  to  medicine-stamp 
dufy,  since  it  is  recommended  for  certain  specific  ail- 
ments. The  envelopes  in  which  these  powders  are  sold 
fall  under  the  description  of  "an  enclosure  ";  they  are 
regarded  by  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and  Excise 
as  -unsealed  envelopes  and,  consequently,  synonymous 
with  {lackets. 

A.  F.  IV.  (24/10). — Is  an  apprentice  wlio  is  paid  only 
"  a  bit  of  pocket  money  "  liable  to  be  insured  under 
the  National  Health  and  Unemployment  Insurance 
schemes?  [If  the  money  payment,  however  small,  is 
made  regularly  and  bears  some  relation  to  his  services, 
the  lad  must  be  insured  under  both  schemes.  He  could, 
no  doubt,  obtain  exemption  upon  the  ground  that  he  is 
mainly  dependent  for  his  livelihood  upon  his  parents; 
but,  even  i£  exemption  is  granted,  his  en-iployer  will  still 
be  bound  to  pay  a  proportion  of  the  contributions.]
